THEOLOGY. 
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State of Religion in the Baptist 
Churches of the United States. 


Extracted fromthe Second Annual Report 
of the Buptis: Board of Foreign Missions 
for the United States. 


The increase of the church on the earth is a 
source of joy, not only to the saints in this world, 
but to the angels in heaven. ‘The triumphs of the 
cross have been multiplied the past year in a man- 
rer calculated to awaken the most devout aspi- 
rations of gratitude ard praise. ‘Very extensive 
and most happy revivals have been realized in 
various perts uf ows country, and ameng various 
denominations of Christians. In Maine, show- 
ers of divine mercy have been shed forth to wa. 
ter and revive the vineyard of the Lord. Toone 
ehurch there have been added 75, to another 58, 
to another 51, te another 50. to another 112. to 
another 89, and to another 33. Elder Piisbury 
of Nobleborough thus writes — We have had a 
most blessed season with us the summer past. I 
have baptised 114 that have joined our charch, 
and 24 that have joined the church in Jefferson. 
I have baptised about 70 of our youth, Whata 
precious sight it is to see so many in the bloom of 
life engaged in religion.” ‘To several eburches of 
he New-Uampshire Association, as appears by 
the minutes of last year, between 20 and 30 were 
added. In Alstead and Westmoreland, N. H. 
and in several places in Vermont, as at Caven- 
ish, Brandon, Georgia, Ov well, St. Albans, and 
Swanton, the Holy Spirit has been shed abroad, 
kod many sinners converted. 

_ dn Boston, Massachusetts, considerable addi- 
tons have been made to the churches during the 
ear past. In Attleborough and in Framingham 
he work has been great. Elder Nelson of the 
ormer place has baptised as many as 60 or 70 ;

All the means of grace have their peculiar ad- 
vantages, and many are adapted to peculiar cir- 
cumstances. The dissemination of religious tracts 
is especially so. There are persons who never 
read the woid of God, who never attend publick 
worsbip, who, from heedlessness, prejudice or 
hatred, concern not themselves about the things 
that belong to their peace. A Tract is a missile 
weapon, which the Spirit of God may direct to 
the conviction and conversion ef a sinner, unas- 
sailable from anj other quarter. It falls in the 
way of such an one,—he would be ashamed to 
look at it among his companions, but he fs alone, 
and he has nothing else to do,—something in the 
title attracts his eye,—its brevity tempts bis indo- 
lence,—he begins to read it with indifference, 
perhaps with revugnance, but his curiosity being 
excited, and feeling himself gradually more and 
more interested, he proceeds with diminishing 
iejodice and increasing seriousness to the end, 

e has got through with it, bat he has not done 
with it ; he lays it out of his hand, but he cannot 
lay it out of his mind; its story has not passed 
through his imagination only, like an arrow 
through the invulrerable air, but it has pierced 
his heart, his anderstanding, his conscienee, and 
in exch it has left a wound, that cannot be heal- 
ed; the anguish of which is only inflamed by 
vain arts to assuage it ; for he shuns the recollec- 
tion of the things that ularmed him, the closer 
they baunt him ; and the very attempt to forget 
the words, indelibly fixes them in his remem. 
brance. In his distress he seeks pleasure where 
formerly he found it, but he finds it no more ; he 
seeks rest in unbegief and obduracy, but rest is no 
more there; higg peace is slain; the world can 
never oe be to him what it has been ;—happi- 
ness and repose he must possess in religion, or 
renounce all prospect of either forever. Then, 
and not till then, when every refuge of lies has 
failed him, he lays bold of the hope set before 
him in the Gospel, and in bitterness of soul ex- 
claims, ‘© What shall 1 do te be saved ?”—The 
answer is nigh unto him ;—“ Believe in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved. He 
does believe, and he és saved. 

This is merely stating a single example, among 
thousands that do, and millions that might occur, 
in the course of Providence, if these snvall but 
effectual calls to repentance were universally and 
abundantly distribated. We say wniversally 
and abundantly,—because though a few ‘Tracts, 
carefully scattered, may and must do good, yet 
what can be produced by supplies so dispropor- 
tioned to the wants of mankind, but here a blade 
of grass, and there perhaps a flower, where all 
was barren before, and where all is still barren 
around : whereas to make the wilderness and 
the solitary place to rejoice, and the desert to blos- 
som like the rose, we must, in our measure, imi- 
tate the bounty of our heavenly Father, who 
causes the sun in his progress to shine on every

upwards. We generally seize such opportunities 
of declaring to the people the way of salvation. — 
These things, together with studying the lan. 
guages, keep both our bodies and minds in a 
state of activity. Truly we may exclaim, the 
harvest is great, but the labourers are very few, 
Hindrances there are in the way to the spread of 
the Gospel in this island ; but through Divine as.

lished a missionary society, ca ied “ The Presby- 
terian Missionary Society of North Carolina” 
Of this Society the Rev. Dr. H. Chapman was e- 
lected president ; Mr. Henry Potter, vice presi- 
dent; Mir. James Mebane, secretary ; and Mr, 
William Shaw, treasurer. : 

The exclusive object of this Soc'ety, according 


to the constitution, is to raise funds and appropri. 
ate them to the support of missionaries, for dis- 
pensing the Gospel and its ordinances within the 
bounds of the Synod, comprehending the State. 
Every person subscribing the constitution and the 
sum of two dollars is entitled to membership, and 
shall be a member s0 long as he continues to pay 
one dollar annually. The payment of ten dollars 
entitles to membership for life. Every donor of 
100 dollars shall be an honorary president for 
life ; every donor of 50 dollars, an honorary vice- 
president for life; and every donor of 25 dollars. 
an honorary director for life. The business of 
the Society is to be conducted by a Board of ele- 
ven Managers, who must be members of the Pres- 
byterian church, and who are authorized to re- 
ceive donations, appoint missionaries and give 
them instructions, and draw on the trersurer for 
the sums necessary tocarry their designs into ex- 
ecution They are required to report to the So- 
ciety at every annual meeting —The following is

‘* Among other awful denunciations against 
the Jewish nation, which we-have seen fully ac- 
complished in the course of this history, Moses 
declares,‘ Thou shalt only be oppressed and spoil- 
ed evermore,’ Numerous instances oceur of the 
eruel eppressions and pillages this devoted race 
have suffered in England, Frauce, Germany and 
Spain. Inthe East, as well as in Europe, they 


have been continually subjected to heavy fines ~ 


and impositions. How often in different eoun- 
tries, they have been forced to redeem their lives 
by vast sums extorted from them. Did sove- 
reigns want pecuniary assistance to carry on their 
warts, the Jews were compelled to give up their 
riches. A massacre was generally the prelude to 
a plunder, as we have seen in various parts of 
Europe. When banished from England in the 
reign of Edward J. their estates, which were 
confiscated, brought immense sums to the crown. 
When Philip Augustus expelled them from 
France, he confiscated their estates ; yet he scon 
after recalled this oppressed people, in order to 
fleece them again. ‘They have every where paid 
for liberty to exist, and have scarcely obtained 
that of breathing an inspure air. 

“ The great Lawgiver of the Hebrew nation 
elso declares, ‘ Thy sons and thy daughters shall 
be taken from thee, and given to another people.’

It is gratifving to learn, that the Board of 
Coramissioners 2 Foreign Missions are aiten- 
tive to the moral condition of the heathen in the 
western. as well asthe eastern wor!d. {ft appears 
from an advertisement in the (Boston) Recorder, 
that they have determined to employ schooi mas- 
ters aud missionaries among the Cherokees. 

In our last, we pablished an extract of a le'ter 
from Col, R. J. Meigs. written at the Cherokee 
Agency on the 6th ultimo, and containing infor- 
mation respecting the customs and rites of the 
Cherokees, particularly their green corn dance, 
ablutions. and cities of refuge The following 
let'er on the same subject, copied from the 
National Intelligencer, it is presumed, will be ac- 
ceptab'e to our readers The author is a mem- 
ber of the Moravian Society. who, with his amia - 
ble consort, has resided many years in the Chero- 
kee nation, at Spring Place, Which is supposed to 
be above a hundred miles sou' hwest of Knoxville; 
Teanessee —'I'hey are employed in the important 
work of instructing the children of the Chero 
kees. 

“Dear Sir-—We have had the unexpected plea- 
sure to receive your letter, dated Washington Ci- 
ty, May 24 Whether the hypotheses of Mr, 
Boudinot. first, that the Indians of North Amert- 
ca are the descendants of the lost ten tribes of Is- 
rae! ; or, secondly, that they. with their brethren, 
will be gathered together in the country of their 
ancestors. ard have a king named David who 
shall reign over them 1n Jerusalem. be well found. 
ed, must be left to time to show. For my part, 
when I compare the promiggg which we read in 
the Prophets, res the restoration of Israel, 
with the words of Saint Paul, I am inclined to 
think, (and I believe this is the most general opi. 
nion,)that the prophecies speak figuratively of 
their being gathered unto Chrisf, their King. the 
son of David. As to the descent of the ipdians. 1 
think all that can be said is mere conjecture. 
The Indians, at least the Cherokees.among whom 
we live. (and with any other nation we have no 
intercourse) seems to be totally ignorant of their 
history :—for instance. the numerous mounds in 
many p’aces of their country clearly evince, that 
formerly other nations, better supplied with tne 
implements of labour than the Cherokees were 
known to possess when the Whites became ac 
quainted with them, must have lived in this cown- 
try ; but from the present inhabitants it cannot be 
known when and whence their ancestors came hi- 
ther ; who those nations were which they expelled 
from this country, or what has become of them. 

That they have. or rather formerly had, some 
religious rites and ceremonies, similar to those 
enjoined on the Jews in the Levitical law, is true, 
and this I think affords the main ground for the 
conjecture. that they are of Jewish descent. 
Such were, former y. their towns of refuge for 
those who had accidentally killed a man—and 
such is still the green corn dance; for al hough 
this has degenerated to a mere frolick, yet it 
seems formerly to have been a festival of first 
fruits, before which they had to eubmit to some 
purifications, and were not pert ted to eat of the 
new -¢orn before this solemnity. Their 
former religious rites have been 60 long disused 
that they are nearly forgotten, and on inquiry, 
you are apt to hear as many d:fferent tales as you 
have informants, and those often contradictory 
too Neither can I find the features of the Jew 
in our Indians. Well, be they Jews, or Tariars, 


or Chinese. or of any other nation by descent, we 9 


know that they are MEN of the same origin with 
ourselves ; and what ough: still more te inspire us 
with benevolence towards them, they are bought 


with the same price—the blood of our Redeemer 
andare as capable of comprehending Christian 
doctrine.—& consequently of enjoying the sweets 
of the Gospel. as we are.

New South Wales. 
Sydney, August 12. 

On Monday arrived the ship Francis and K- 
liza, cavtain Harrison, having un board 54 male, 
and 70 female prisoners from Ireland. Two 
of the former & four of the latter description di- 
ed on the passage, which, from its tedious length 
and other viciss.tudes they were exposed to. ren. 
ders it matter of especial wouder that the mortali- 
ty was so happily limited. 

August 19.—Last Tuesday se’night arrived 
the brig Active, captain Hanson, from New 
Z:aland, for which she sailed from hence on the 
24ib of April; and we have the pleasure to state, 
that the accounts brought by captain Hanson 
from the new missionary establishment, setiled at 
the Bay of Islands, is the most promising that 
could have possibly been wished. The present 
number consists of 24 persons, Mr. and Mrs. 
Halland two children, Mr. and Mrs. Kendail 
aod three childrep and a man servant, Mr. and 
Mrs King and two children, and Mrs. Hanson, 
Wile ofcaptain Hanson, to whom we are indeht. 
ed for the present information, two sawyers, 
one of whom has awifeand child, and a biack- 
smith, who has alsoa wile and child There are 
also five male prisoners, who had imprudenily 
escaped from hence, and were delivered up to 
Mr. Kendall, by the commanders of the several 
vessels they had leit this colony in, as the ap- 
pointed magistrateon New Zealand. The Ac- 
tive has imported from thence @ cargo of fine 
timber and spars, which for buildiug purposes 
will be here found very useful. She has also 
broug t up several of the natives who had not 
been here before, among whom are several ehiels 
of rank ; one from the North Cape, with a part 
of his family, and three from the Bay of Islands, 
making the total number under the present pro- 
tection ofthe Rev. Mr. Marsden, on account of 
that benevolent establishment the Churct: Mis- 
sionary Society, to amount to fifteen persons, in- 
cluding two Oiaheitaos, and a native of the Mar- 
uesas. ‘The missionaries pave received the 
kindest attention from tg inhabitants of that ex- 
tensive island ; they have been kindly visited by 
a deputation composed of the chiefs at the River

No 
j.alousy prevails among the distant chiefs tow- 
ards those among whom the missionarics are set- 
tiled ; but on the coptrary a!! concur in one uni- 
versal assurance of safety and protection, whether 
peace or war should prevail among themselves, 
though it is more probable that ‘as a desire of 
communicating with their new friends begins u- 
niversally to extend itself, the temple of Janes 
will seldom be unclosed. ‘The Sabbath Day is 


vicinity of their Missiovary frends as a day of 
reverence, upon which they dono work; and 
they therefore give it the appellation of Taboo ta 

boo or the day mest sacred. One of the chiefs 
now brought up by the Active has assumed the 
name of Pomarre, on account of his having beard 
that chief spoken of by the Otaheitans at New- 
Zealand as a great king. He seems to possess @ 
strong genius, with ap universal wish of enquiry, 
end is in all respects an interesting character. 
Nine were at church last Sunday at Parraniatta, 
and appeared to entertain a strong conception of 
the sublime duties of devotion, though very super- 
ficially acquainted with our language, some of 
them having only the Knowledge of a few terms 
incommon use. The soi dissant Pomarre be- 
ing very inquisitive in every thing he sees, partic- 
ularly requested an explanation of the word ‘pris- 
oner,’ and when informed, his comprehension 
scemed to embrace at once the many benefiis ac- 
cruing to scciety from a mi'd ard beneficent go- 
vernment; end with a degree of fecling strongly 
indicating the triumph ofa generous passion over 
the habitudes of barbarous customs, he vehement- 
ly avowed a determination to make mercy the 
leading feature of his future conduct towards his 
own subjects, among whom he is absolute—his 
will the law—and his displeasure terrifying. 
Their traffick with our shipping is now carried 
on with confidence ; they fear no injury, and in 
return they offernone. E,very spar they procure 
they are paid for ; and by an unrelaxing inter- 
change of kinduesses the friendship that already 
exists between them and the (at present small) es- 
tublishment scems daily to increase. The Mis- 
sionary Gentlemen have already made sufficient 
progress in the native language to enable them to 
prepare a Spelling Book for their instruction, 
which we have received by the Active for the 
purpose of printing an adequate number of. 

Oct. 7.—We lust week mentioned the arrival 
ofthe Geordy schooner, Mr. M’Carthy, owner, 
from Hobart Town which she left the first of 
September, and owing to the prevalence of con- 
trary winds was obliged to take shelter in Oyster 
Bay, where she found a party sealing and swan 
ning under the direction of Mc. Charles Even, the 
black swan being at the time very abundant. 
Shortly after leaving the Bay, a northerly wiad 
obliged herto make forthe land. ‘Thirty miles 
south of Cape Barren an opening presented it- 
seif, which proved to bea very fine river, and was 
of so juv.ting an appearance as to induce Mr. M’- 
Carthy to take the vessei up five miles where she 
anchored. ‘The following morning Mr. M. pe- 
cetrated 20 miles further jy the vessel’s boat, and 
found immense numbers of swans. ‘The boat’s 
crew caught a great many, and after dieting upon 


After leaving this very fine river, she was dziven 
by adverse winds as far as Pori Philip ; she want- 
ed wood and water, and it was determined to 
procure a supply at the first place that proved fa- 
vourable to the purpose.— She accordingly came 
to anchor off Green Cape, and landed her boat’s 
crew, four in number, at a small Cape, a little to 
the southward of the former Here an im- 
mense crowd of natives made their appearance, 
and invited them on shore ; one, who appeared 
their chief, at first requesting, but soon after de- 
manding that Mr. M. sliould leave his gan (which 
was the only one they had) in the boat. Becoming 
very importunate for presents from the strangers, 





the latter gave them their handkerchiefs from off - 


their necks ; but ibis was not sufficient, they soon 
assumed a more turbulent & at lengtha desperate 


‘ observed among the natives withi. tue immediate Manner ; and as all but Mr, M. were unarmed, at 


one instant all were seized upon, and had noo- 
ther expectation than that of being immediately o- 


verpowered and destroyed.—The chief seemed — 


to have reserved the attack on Mr. M. personally 
for himself ; he accordingly seized upon his mas- 
Ket with one hand, while with the other he heid 
him by the arm; they both stood on a rock 
which was of considerable depth inone of its sides, 
which circumstance tended net a little to the res- 
cue of the assailed party ; for Mr. M. still keep- 
ing a firm hold of the musket, threw himself off 
the rock, which freed him from his adversary's 
grasp. Collecting himself as soon as he found 
himself upon his tegs, he had the mortification to 
see that allhis companions were captives. At such 
acrisis the only alternative remained—a deter- 
mination to oppose force to force ;—he fired ; the 
chief, who made him_ his particular object, fell, 
and in a paroxysm of dread which pervaded the 
assailants, but which fact was only momentary, 
all his companions escaped, and made towards 
their boat. As’soon as the whites had separated 


themselves front thé ‘blacks, the missile warcom- d 


menced.—The whirling spear whistled about 
their ears and in all directions from three or four 
hundred savages, and one solitary musket was 
their only impediment to acloser manner of at- 
tack from whieh it would have been impossible 
tohaveescapec. The reireat towards the boat 
was sv Well managed only one received a spear 
wound, which was in the arm. One of the 
spears split a plank of the boat : after the necessity 
of answering the attack with seven discharges, 
Mr. M. got intothe vehicle,and was soon cut of 
the reach of further danger, leaving behind his 
waterca:ks and axes, the latter of which might 
have possibly stimulated the natives tothe des- 
perate aggression, ‘This instance adds to the nu- 
merous previous accounts of the same nature, and 
some oj which have been truly tragical in their 
catastrophe, that should serve as a caution to our 
crews against trasting themselves among the na- 
tives of these coasts without being sufficiently pre- 
pared against attack ; which experience has ac- 
quainted us is almost certain, when the difference 
of pumbers, an ungearded confidence, or any o- 
ther circumstance affords the prospect of a 
succcss{ul issue to the contest. 

Oct. 14—On Thorsday his Excellencythe Go-

Brothers under the command of Mr. Hovell, 
who went from taence in the Trial and joined 
the Brothers in New-Zealand; when both ves- 
sels were unhappily attacked by the natives, near- 
ly one hundred miles distant from the Missionary 
establishment at the Bay of Islands, and several 
of the crews killed ; among whom we are serry 
to mention, Mr. John O'Neil, mate of the Bro- 
thers, a native of this colony, and a very able pro- 
mising young man. ‘The natives weve masters 
of the decks four hours; the crews were be- 
low, but the Triat’s people keeping up an inces- 
sant fire through a hatch way, at length expelled 
the assailants and proved the means of rescuing 
both vessels. 

The intelligence received from Emiao, one of 
the Society Isles relative to the progress of the 
Gospel is serious and jnteresting. The converts 
to Christianity now exceed a thousand in number, 
among the ditterent islands, and the missionary: 
schoo! contains six hundred regular pupils.

It is stated in the Huntsville Republican, that 
Capt. James Burleson and others, about eight in 
number, who had settled near Melton’s Bluff on 
the south side of Tenneéssee river, were attacked 
on the 11th inst. by a party of Cherokees, armed 
with guns and war clubs. Resistance was made, 
and there were lefton the ground three Indians 
dead, and a fourth badly wounded. ‘Phe white 
inhabitants of that place are said to be ina de- 
plorable situation, and numbers moving away 
and leaving their crops to be destroyed by the 
Cherokees. 

On the 9th instant,a general insurrection broke 
out among the prisoners in the Massachusetts 
State Prison in Charlestown. One named Jack- 
son, took a ladder, which happened to be in the 
yard, placed it against the wall, ascended and leap- 
ed over, accompanied by 22 others. Ofthese 4 
or 5 are badly maimed. The guard and the citi- 
zens usea every exertion to preverit their escape : 
and in one hour, 21 were brought back to the 
prison : 9 or 10 having gun shot wounds, 2 or 3 
more wounded within the yard, and several who 
broke their legs and arms in leaping from the 
walls. Two only escaped, 


Itis stated in the Western Star, that a party of 
horse thieves and counterfeiters has been detected 
at Lebanon, Onio. Inforrsation against them 
had been given by one of them who had been ap- 
prehended. .A nember of citizens collected with 
the design oftaking and bringing them to justice, 
They were informed of this, and prepared for the 
attack. ‘Fhe citizens did not succeed in their at- 
tempt. Benj. Sayre, sheriff of the county, was 
shot in the ancle, and it is thought an amputation 
will be necessary to save his life. Four of the 
villains have since been apprehended and lodged 
in safe qaarters. The company is said to be nu- 
merous, and the members dispersed threugh dif- 
ferent States, pursuing their nefarious designs.

About one o’clock this morning our city was 
alarmed by the sound of the bugle of the 55:h re- 
giment, and the ringing of bells. On inquiry, 
we learnt that a magistrate of the counly ef Wiltz 
had arrived express from Trowbridge, for as- 
sistance, a mob of more than 3,000 persons hav- 
ing yesterday collected at that place, setting the 
civil power at defiance. They had already de- 
stroyed two or three factories. The troops as- 
sembled with praiseworthy alacrily, and in one 
hour and an half two companies were on their 
march for Trowbridge. 


Paris papers of the 22d inst. have just arrived. 


A French squadron, consisting of the Mecusa 
frigate, the Echo corvette, the Loire and the Ar- 
gus brigs, sailed on the 17th from the Isle @’ Aix 
for the Senegai, to take possession of the French 
establishments on the coast of Africa. 


Lonvon, June 26. 

A Hamburg mail arrived this morning, with 
papers to the 22d instant. Prince Blucher has 
arrived at Carisbad. He appears to be in a very 
bad state of health. Accounts received by way 
of Trieste from Egypt state, that the plague has 
broken eut with great violence at Alexandria and 
Constantinople.

Extract of a letter from Mr. Milet, Seerctary 
to the Government on the coast of Guinea, writ- 
ten at the Castle of St. George, Delimina, March 
15, 1816 :—*“* The war between the Ashintines 
and Lautines (Ashiantynen and Foutynen,) who 
take the field with armies of 50 or 60,000 men, 
becomes here terrible. Within ahree or four days 
thousands of fugitive Fantines, men, women and 
children, arrived here. The Aschiatines are at- 
ready near Cape Cors, an English fort, whieh 
lies in our sight, and are enemies to the English, 
They are a brave and warlike nation, against 
whom, in our opinion, the English fort will not 
be able to hold out. This war does great mis- 
chief here.”— Amsterdam Currant, June 26. 

Rome 

Extract of a letter.—* The accounts of the 
disturbances at Tunis, which reach us by the way 
of Nasles, are very contradictory. But all letters 
agree in stating, that the insurrection was caused 
by the treaty concluded between the Dey and 
Lord Exmouth. They add that 1,000 rebels 
embarked in five large Spanish vessels, which 
they armed with 800 cannon, and sailed towards 
Italy. As they bad but little provisions, they 
must soon disembark. We wait with impatience 
to see the part which the English will take. This 
is a new proof of the stability of treaties con. 
claded witb the barbarians !”

The Bann sloop of war captured in Apvil last 
on the coast of Africa, the Portuguese brig Tam- 
andva,and St. Antonio, having on board 300 
slaves. ‘The former bed 18 guns and 80 men, 
and fonght the Bann more than an hour.—The 
Colonial vessel of war had also taken, alter an ac- 
tion, the French slave ship Louis, of 7 gous and 
30 men—the former had 12 men killed, and the 
latter 26 killed and wounded.

The merchants trading to Qaebee have com- 
plained to ministers that the seamen who went 
out in the merchant vessels had been induced to 
enter for service on Lakes Ontario and Erie by 
being offered 90s. per month, when in the mec- 
cnant’s service they had only 86s, and the ships 
were thus stripped of their men. Lord Melville 
said he could not account for 90s. bemg given, an- 
less part was by way of bounty, as government 
only allowed 45s, But he would sead out sea- 
men from Eogland. The merchants asked to 
what extent government wanted hands there, 
and tor what purpose they were (o be employed; 
butlord M. declined answering. 

Acmiral Penrose. the British naval command- 
ec inthe Mediterranean, has received orders to 
afford protection against pirates reported te be 
ciuising mthe Morea. 

The following is a new trait of the insolerce 
ofthe Barbary States. The French bomb ves-

The following commercia! article is from one 
of the Paris papers : ; 

“Trade is very dull, and the same stagnation 
prevails io all the markets of Europe. Within 
the last fortnight there have been considerable ar- 
rivals in cur ports, chiefiy at Havre and Bor- 
deaux » but these arrivals have prodaced no re- 
duction in the prices of the merchandize in con 
sumption, because on the one hand the prices 
of sich commodities, though already very low, 
are not in proportion with those goods in the 
hands of wholesale dealers ; and that on the o- 
ther hand, the prices of these goods being lower 
than those of Belgium and even of London, pro- 
cure us orders from the Netherlands and Swit- 
zerland. Iteven would not be very surprising 
were our ware-houses, by the means of transport, 
hereafter to supply the cauntries beyond the 
Rhine. 

“The demand for cotton, has kept up the price 
ofthat article, notwithstanding that there have 
been numereus arrivals ; this proves that our 
manufactures are actively and usefully employed.

The republican troops commanded by briga. 
dier general Ramon Sesoia,in La Misteca, have 
had various battles with the royalists, under the 
command ef Armiro, in which the latter has lost 
more than 300 mea, and nearly all his saggage, 
leaving this interesting part of the province of 
Ouxaca, in possessivn of the reputlicans. About 
the beginning of June, gen. Terran, was recruit. 
ing all his forces probably to attack the capita! of 
that province. The royalists were collecting for- 
cesin Xalapa, with an intent to attack at the same 
time the places occunied by the republicans ; and 
also the interiour of the province ef Vere Cruiz, 
in consequeuce of ef which gen. Vietoria, bas put 
in motion several of b's divisions, under the com. 
mand of able and disunguished warriors, and on 
the twe!fth of said month. he himself was march- 
ing towards Avasaya, where abedy of royalists 


‘were collecting wiih an intention, probably, to 


march to Boquiila de Pedra, 

We shail soon hear the result of these opera- 
tions. 

The differences which had taken place among 
the republicans are at an end, 

Congress will soon meet, in consequence of 
mast of the provinces having elecied their repre- 
sentatives.
